. . and  I’m  proud  to  announce  that  this  year  at  this 
institution  we  have  students  from  all  fifty  states  and  some 
40.  foreign  countries.  . .” 

By  the  time  this  year’s  freshman  class  has  been  at 
Brigham  Young  University  for  four  years,  they  will  have 
heard  the  above  phrase  a goodly  number  of  times. 

And  if  this  year’s  freshman  class  is  the  same  as  a 
great  majority  of  the  classes  that  have  preceded  them,  that 
phrase  might  as  well  have  been  spoken  in  ancient  Celtic  or 
Slabovian.  In  fact,  if  it  ware  spoken  in  one  of  those  lan- 
guages it  might  draw  more  attention. 

THE  POINT  IS  LOST 

The  point  that  the  phrase  makes  is  highly  important. 

It  is  also  highly  ignored.  It  is  ignored  by  people  from  Helper 
and  Idaho  Falls  and  Tucson  who  sit  in  classes  with  students 
from  Tonga  and  Hawaii  and  never  say  boo.  Then  they  go 
down  to  see  “South  Pacific”  to  find  out  what  the  Islanders 
are  like.  - 

It  is  ignored  by  people  from -St.  Gearge  and  Vicksburg  . 
who  live  in  dorms  and  residences  with  students  from 
Japan  or  Pakistan  or  France  or  Sweden,  and  then  dredge 
up  dry  statistics  from  moth  eaten  atlasses  to  write  research 
reports  on  those  very  countries. 

PEOPLE  WITH  STORIES 

There  is  a girl  from  Tonga  on  this  campus  studying 
nursing,  who  has  helped  deliver  forty  babies  in  her  native 
village.  . , 

There  is  a student  from  Central  America  who  has 
lived  with  the  native  witch  doctors  and  knows  their  in- 
cantations. . 

The  point  is  this:  What  good  does  it  do  to  spend 
hours  and  days  and  years  studying  the  world  s cultures 
from  books  if  we  ignore  the  living,  breathing  examples  of 
those  cultures  who  sit  with  us  in- our  cafeterias  and  walk 
with  us  to  our  classes?  _ 

How  narrow  it  is  to  spout  off  Cuba  going  Communist, 
or  Iran  choking  off  our  oil,  or  that  Nationalist  China  being 
doomed,  without  ever  having  spoken  to  people  from  Cuba 
or  Iran  or  China  who  are  right  here  in  our  midst. 

Foreign  students  who  come  to  BYU  are  of  the  highest 
in  moral,  intellectual  and  social  character.  If  they  weren’t 
the  very  top  people  in  their  respective  countries,  they 
wouldn’t  be  here.  There  are  thousands  of  students  who 
are  straining  and  praying  to  come  to  the  Uliited  States 
to  study.  Only  a tiny  percentage  ever  make  it.  Those  who 
do  are  sharp.  _ , 

STAID  PROVINCIALISM 

They  are  sharp  enough  not  to  appreciate  staid  pro- 
vincialism and  unintentional  snubbing  which  they  some- 
times experience.  They  are  sharp  enough  to  know  that, 
for  the  most  part,  BYU  students  are  friendly  and  amiable, 
if  somewhat  provincial  and  staid.  They  are  sharp  enough 
to  get  what  they  came  here  for  and  become  stronger, 
smarter,  more  able  citizens  of  their  own  countries. 

This  is  not  a crusade  to  save  the  poor  foreign  students 
from  being  downtrodden.  The  foreign  students  on  this 
campus  are  in  better  shape  socially,  intellectually  and 
spiritually  than  almost  anyone. 

This  is  a crusade  to  save  the  poor  downtrodden  stu- 
dents from  Idaho  Falls,  Tucson  and  Tabiona  from  intel- 
lectual erosion.

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Utah  Rambles  Past  Cat

SALT  LAKE  — Utah  stopped 
a fourth  quarter  Brigham  Young 
drive  and  marched  up  the  field 
to  score  an  insurance  touchdown 
to  defeat  the  Cougars  Friday 
night,  20-8. 

Coach  Tally  Stevens’  team, 
which  couldn’t  move  at  all  in  the 
first  half,  seemed  to  come  alive 
in  the  second  half,  as  they  began 
to  open  big  holes  in  the  Redskin 
defense. 

Trailing  14-0,  at  the  beginning 
of  the  second  half,  things  looked 
dark  for  BYU  until  guard  Lon- 
nie Dennis  blocked  Bud  Tynes 
attempted  punt  on  the  Utah  four- 
yard  line. 

DENNIS  POUNCED  on  the 
ball  to  give  the  Cats  their  first 
real  scoring  opportunity.  On  the 
first  play  LeGrande  Young 
slammed  up  the  middle  to  the 
one-yard  line.  Then  Dunn  tried 
the  middle  for  no  gain. 

Not  to  be  denied,  Dunn  cut 
over  the  right  guard  spot  for  the 
touchdown  to  make  the  score 
14-6.  Tailback  Dunn,  running  an 


option  play,  turned  the  right  end 
for  a two-point  conversion. 

HALFBACK  TONY  Camp- 
man  of  Utah  was  back  deep  to 
punt  with  the  fourth  quarter 
nearly  half  gone.  Fumbling  the 
pass  from  center,  Campman  at- 
tempted to  run  to  the  right  and 
was  aropped  by  Dave  Barrus 
and  Fred  Leavitt  of  BYU. 

That  gave  the  Tabbies  posses- 
sion on  the  Utah  25  and  a chance 
to  score  again.  Two  plays  up  the 
middle  were  stopped  for  losses, 
putting  the  ball  on  the  Utah  31. 
Then  on  third  down  Dunn  hit 
end  Harold  Hawkins  on  the  11- 
yard  line,  for  a first  down. 

ON  TWO  plays  Dunn  failed  to 
pick  up  any  yardage.  On  third 
down  the  center  pass  went  awry 
and  Dunn  was  dropped  for  a 10- 
yard  loss  by  Tackle  Bill  Chung. 

With  fourth  down  the  Cats 
elected  to  pass.  Ron  Startin  hit 
Ron  Jacobsen  with  a pass  in  the 
left  flat,  but  he  was  hit  immedi- 
ately for  a two  yard  loss  by  Jim 
Hibbard,  and  Utah  took  over. 

AS  SOON  AS  they  gained  pos- 
session, the  Utes  began  to  move 
up  the  field.  They  covered  77

yards  in  14  plays  with  Bob 
Mastelotto  and  Campman  lug- 
ging the  pigskin.  . 

Quarterback  Ken  Vierra  kept 
the  ball  on  a lateral  option  play 
and  went  the  final  12  yards  for 
the  insurance  tally.  The  conver- 
sion try  failed,  but  with  time 
running  out,  the  Utes  led  20-8. 

UTAH  WASTED  very  little 
time  in  getting  on  the  score- 
board.  The  Redskins  initial 
drive  was  halted  on  BYU  17,  as 
the  Utes  were  plagued  with  pen- 
alty infractions. 

On  the  first  BYU  play,  a wild 
pass  from  center  forced  Dunn 
back  to  the  10  yard  line  where 
he  picked  up  the  loose  ball.  He 
was  hit  hard  and  fumbled,  with 
Larry  Wilson  of  Utah  pouncing 
on  the  pigskin. 

ROLLING  TO -his  right  oh 
third  down,  Vierra  spotted  Mas- 
telotto at  the  left  behind  Cou- 
gar defender  Tom  Cole  and  hit 
him  with  a pass  that  put  the 
Utes  ahead  6-0.  Mastelotto’s  kick 
made  it  7-0. 

The  Cats  did  get  one  drive  go- 
ing in  the  first  half  ,as  Art  Brown 
fell  on  a Mastelotto  fumble  on 
the  Utah  47.  With  Dunn  and 
fullback  LeGrande  Young  carry- 
ing they  moved  to  the  Utah  13 
where  they  were  unable  to 
move. 

VERSATILE  DUNN  attempted 
a field  goal,  but  the  kick  fell 
short  of  the  mark  and  the  Utes 
took  over.  Using  15  plays,  Coach 
Ray  Nagels  Indians  marched  80 
yards  for  their  second  tally,  with 
Vierra  passing  and  Monk  Bailey 
and  Mostellato  running. 

The  second  counter  came  on 
an  eight-yard  aerial  from  Vi- 
erra to  end  Gary  Johnson  who 
was  all  alone  on  the  left  side. 

COACH  STEVENS  showed  a 
few  new  wrinkles  in  his  offense 
as  he  flanked  both  the  quarter- 
back and  blocking  back  to  the 
left  and  split  left  and  right  of 


his  unbalanced  single  wing  right 
formation.  The  Cats  also  used  a 
short  spread  formation  with 
Dunn  the  only  back.  1*116  use  of 
flankers  seemed  to  provide  a 
greater  passing  threat  and  open- 
ed the  middle  more. 


The  final  statistics  showed 
that  Utah  had  outgained  the  Cats 
394  yards  to  112  yards  with  21 
first  downs  to  seven.  However 
the  Cats  did  a far  better  job 
containing  the  Utes  in  the  sec- 
ond half  than  they  did  in  the 
first  half.  The  Redskins  picked 
up  261  yards  in  the  first  half  to 
23  for  the  Y. 

The  win,  before  a crowd  of 
17,121  was  ..victory  29  for  the 
Redskins  in  the  35  renewals  of 
the  rivalry.
